REMARKS 

Claims 12-20 are pending in the application. 
Restriction/Election Requirement 

The Examiner restricted the invention to one of six different groups under 35 
U.S.C. § 121. See Office Action of December 17, 2002 at page 2. Applicants elect 
Group I, claims 12, 14, 15, and 17, allegedly drawn to "an isoflavone compound or 
analogues of formula (I), compositions with pharmaceutical carriers and methods of 
using compounds of formula (I) in treating various diseases." Id.
